I.  Program Description:
The Crisis Intervention program was designed to provide access to crisis intervention services for short-term acute
mental health treatment, for serving persons awaiting commitment proceedings or awaiting placement in a state mental
health facility following commitment, and for diverting placement in a mental health facility.  The Brookhaven Crisis
Intervention Center will be transferred to Region 8 Mental Health Services for operation under a model similar to this
design.

It has been the objective of the Department of Mental Health's Crisis Intervention Center Services Program through the
Brookhaven Crisis Intervention Center to provide critical needs treatment for persons with mental illlness who require
immediate and acute care.

It is believed that many of these individuals will now be treated in the center and returned to the community without an
inpatient admission to a state psychiatric hospital.  The more quickly a person receives treatment, the less likely that
his/her condition will worsen.
